The Recovering America's Wildlife Act (RAWA) will fund proactive, voluntary efforts led by states, territories, and tribes to address the nation's looming wildlife crisis and to prevent species from becoming 
endangered. RAWA will provide $1.39 billion annually to catalyze on-the-ground, collaborative efforts to restore essential habitat and implement key conservation strategies, as described in each state's 
Wildlife Action Plan. 

The U.S. House of Representatives passed RAWA (H.R. 2773 ) with bipartisan support. The U.S. Senate is now considering the Senate RAWA Bill (S. 2372), with bipartisan passage expected to occur this 
legislative session. Under current legislative language, RAWA funds shall be used for the purpose of avoiding the need to list species, or recovering species currently listed as a threatened species or 
endangered species, under the Endangered Species Act of 1973 or under State law, with specific directed use to: 

*Implement State Wildlife Action Plans (the Missouri Comprehensive Conservation Strategy (CCS) to recover and manage Species of Greatest Conservation Need (SGCN) and their habitats,
